Season. 


FLOODS SPOIL A 
GOOD “RUN,” 


By A Spectra, Corresronpent. 

HEN the stranger comes to Galway he 
marvels at the long rows of people 
who drape themselves over the sides 

of the bridges, patiently peering at the river 
below. They aie watching the fish passing 
up to Lough Corrib. 

Galway City may not appeal to the angler, 
who likes to escape from the madding crowd 
to picturesque solitudes; but for him who 
studies convenience the Corrib at Galway 
provides ideal waters. It has all the advan- 
tages of urban situation, and it entails neither 
scrambling over rocks nor wading through 
waters. The past few years have seen a 
remarkable development of Galway as an 
angling centre, wat during the present season 
a ‘et number of licences have been taken 
out. 

From the sporting point of view, however, 
the heavy spate of water has played havoc 
with what would otherwise have proved a 
first-class season. The reason for this was 
explained to me by Colonel Cross, the owner

A RUN OF GRILSE. 


“The pvusition here,” he said, ‘‘1s that 
conditions which are favourable for other 
parts of Connemara are unfavourable for 
Galway Owing to the high water the flood 
gates, which in normal years are closed in 
or about April, remained open until June, 
‘and the fish, therefore, were able to get up 
the river into Lough Corrib. When rod- 
fishing started in the middle of June there 
was a good run of grilse, which lasted 
through Julv, but most of them also were 
carried up the river. If the water had been 
low this would have been an excellent year. 

“On the other hand, Ballynahinch, 
Costello and other centres in the outlying 
parts have had very good runs of white 
trout and salmon, but they found that the 
salmon would not take the lure well.’’ 

But even a comparatively unsuccessful 
season brings its consolations; for it means 
that spawning should be good, and, given a 
normal height of water, next year’s visitors 
will beneft.

HIS volume of reminiscences recaptures 
the glamour of literary London for 
all who take pleasure in the study of 
books and men. In 1889 Mr. Whyte joined 
the staff of a publishing firm of the old 
school, and his duties brought him into 
contact with the personalities of the Cay. 
He was responsible for seeing through the 
press a number of works which, in their 
way, have made history, including the 
once famous ‘Journal of Marie 
Bashkirtseff’’—a ‘‘book in the nude,” 
which profoundly startled a London still 
capable of being shocked. Less perishable 
stuff were Stevenson’s brilliant ‘‘ Island 
Nights Entertainments’’ and “Catriona,” 
with its pathetic dedication from the 
ultimate isles where the author had been 
east, ‘‘ admiring and bowing his head 
before the romance of destiny.’’ 

Mr. Whyte’s acquaintance, however, 
was not confined to the clients of his firm, 
and he has many stories of the early days 
of those who have since risen to be bright 
and particular stars in the literary firma- 
ment. His first public lecture—on Irish 
authors and dramatists—was attended bv 
Mr. Bernard Shaw and Bram Stoker. 
Mr. Shaw made a speech, in which he 
gently chaffed his compatriot; and the 
author of '' Dracula’’—what a number ee 
talented Irishmen contributed to the 
gaiety of London at this time '—wound 
up what appears to have been a thoroughly 
Hibernian evening by modestly comparing 
himself with the debater who was told by 
his chairman: ‘‘ What we want from you 
is silence, and damn little of that!” 

Yet another Irishinan was responsible 
for one of the pleasantest stories in the 
book. The ex lebrated Yvette Guilbert’s 
habit of discussing the homeliness of her 
appearance was not infrequently discon- 
certing to strangers, but it failed to ruffle 
Oscar Wilde on their first meeting. The 
lady introduced herself as “a femme la 
plus laide de Paris,” to which Wilde, 
with delicious deference, replied simply : 
“ Du monde. madame” 

As a bachelor in Edwardian London 
Mr. Whyte’s lot was laid in pleasant 
places, and it is small wonder if he has 
been tempted in these pages to let his 
memory ramble unchecked. The hook lacks 
cohesion and unity, and the quotations 
are, perhaps, too frequent and too long. 
Yet he has earned the thanks of all readers 
hy refusing a place to those memories of 
the chimes at midnight which so frequently 
fill the pages of books of reminiscences 
with a jocularity into which the reader 
cannot enter.

HE story of ‘‘This Our Exile,” a 
1 clever, but depressing, first, novel, is

Translated Glories. 


Dublin’s Kingsbridge is so fraught with 
happy memories of arrival and setting 
forth that one comes to look upon it as 
the only Kingsbridge in the world. I was 
interested, therefore, to find that a bridge 
over Connswater, in Belfast, bore the 
name. It is a curious, one-arch affair of 
considerable antiquity. The trouble began 
when I asked how it came by that name. 
The first claimant for the honour was 
King John, who, whatever his repute across 
the water, was a great pioneer in Irelan‘l. 
His business in building this bridge «#5 
to make clear the main route through 
Holywood on the way to Dublin. In the 
North, however, there is one King with 
an almost Elizabethan faculty of ubiquity, 
the originator of all good things—King 
William. Accordingly he has his claim 
put in as the builder of Kingsbridge, and 
his claim is backed by the suggestion that 
he made it to get to a place, now one of 
the sites of the city’s playing fields, known 
as Orangefield—a name, by the way, that 
simply begs a Williamite tradition. 
Another tradition gives the bridge to Con 
O'Neill, of Castlereagh, who, after all, 
gave his name to the stream and may well 
have bridged it. The furious arguments

and to eliminate the very inferior farmers’ 
butter that was sold to factory agents to the 
detriment of better class farmers’ butter. 


THE INFERIOR ARTICLE., 


“As vou are aware,” continued the 
Minister's letter, “the general public. -in 
Great Britain make no diffe.entiation be- 
tween one class of butter and another from 
the same country, and if a consumer asks 
for Irish butter, and, is, as sometimes hap- 
nens, supplied with inferior factory butter 
as good or best Trish, he ceases to buy Trish

article which would injure the sale of good 
quality butter. 

““ As regards the elimination oí very iníerior 
farmers’ butter, it is, unfortunately, a fact 
that several farmers still sell to factory 
agents, or barter or sell to shop'-epers, a 
type of butter which is not fit i.. human 
consumption. There is much more butter of 
this kind on the market than there need be if 
ordinary precautions were taken, and the fact 
that such butter is offered for sale is known 
to be prejudicial to the trade generally. 

As _& result of the Order, buyers of 
farmers butter will cease to offer for any 
which is so inferior that it cannot be exported 
as butter. This will induce the farmers who 
have hitherto brought such inferior butter to 
market to pay greater attention to the pro- 
duction and handling of milk, and do all they 
can to improve the quality of their produce. 
Anything that raises generally the quality of 
our export butter will have a beneficial eifect 
on the sale of Saorstat butter as a whole, and 
in due course the farmers will reap the benefit 
of this improvement, 


EXAMINATIONS. 


“In accordance with the Department's 
usual policy, the standard for export of 
factory and farmers’ butter will be interpreted 
leniently for some time to come. Examina- 
tions will, of course, be tightenéd-up 
www af as was done under the Live Stock 

reeding Act in regard to the licensing of 
bulls. Any farmer who makes reasonably 
good butter need have no fear that it will 
remain unsold. 

“The Order, it may be pointed out. was 


recommended by the Consultative Council set |

up under the Dairy Produce Act, and, far in | 


advance, notices appeared in the Press 
indicating that it would probably be brought 
into operation on Ist June, 1931. It was con- 
sidered imperative that the Order should 
issue during the present season, but its opera- 
tion was postponed for a further two months 
—riz, until August Ist, in order to give 
merchants and farmers as much time as 
possible to adjust their business to the new 
conditions. 

‘The matter was very fully discussed with 
a deputation from the Irish Butter Trade 
Association, Cork, and the deputation urged 
strongly the views put before you in Ennis, 
but the Department are convinced that both 
producers and buyers can ieadily adjust 
themselves to the new requirements, and 
that, if they try with a good will to do so. 
the inconvenience arising from the Order 
will be found to be slicht in camparison with 
the advantages that will result from it.”

\ stampede oí circus horses, a baton 
charge by Civic Guards, an exciting encounter 
beiween young men and the circus staff, and 
a sortie by the circus -proprietor: accom- 
panied by two of his performing elephants, 
through an adjoining street; were features of 
the midmght scene. 

The crcus arrived in Enniscorthy on 
Wednesday morning, and put up in Donnelly s 
Field. as usual, for one day only. The band 
parade and mid-day performance proceeded 
according to schedule without any untoward 
oceurrence. during the night performance, 
as far as can be escertained, an incident 
occurred between a couple of young men 
from the town and some of the cireus 
attendauts, and a (Civic Guard, who was on 
duty at the. field, promptly dealt with the 
dispute. which appeared to be a trivial one. 

After the performance’ the andieuic 
departed, and the circus staff took down thei.

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(ent, and proceeded to pack up for the 
journey to Wexiord town. 

Varying accounts of the subsequert events 
are current, but it appears that a number ol 
young men came into the circus field after 
midnight. Kverytiring had been peaceful until 
then. and the Guards who had been on duty 
‘The young men refused to 
leave the field when asked to do so, and 
members of the circus staff put them out 
on the road ‘lhe young men resented the 
method of their removal. ' 

A bombardment of the circus vans with 
stones from the road followed. The circus 
horses stampeded into the street, and the 
circus hands, armed with sticks and bars, 
set out to recover them. They met with a 
fusillade of stones. By this time a crowd 
of people had gathered in the street, curious 
to know what was happening, and, as the 
night was dark, the situation appeared 
menacing. 


ELEPHANTS ON ROAD. 


The appearance of two huge performing 
elephants on the road, with the proprietor of 
the circus between them, moving towards the 
crowd caused consternation. Two women 
from the circus had gone to the Civic Guards 
barrack, and the available Guards promptly 
arrived on the scene. A baton’ charge

FARMER'S SONS 
GO TO PRISON 


CREAMERY MANAGER 
ASSAULTED.

DISPUTE at Kilross Co-operative 
A Creamery, lipperary, in which the 

manager, Michael Ryan, ‘and a milk 
supplier to the creamery, Edward Burns, 
were intimidated and assaulted, had a sequel 
at Tipperary Court, when District Justice 
Troy sentenced two young farmer's sons, 
James and Michael Kenny (brothers), of 
Kilross, to three. months’ imprisonment, with 
hard labour, the sentence to terminate at 
anv time the defendants gave an undertaking 
not to interfere with Messrs. Ryan and 
Burns. 

This undertaking. in 
by the Justice, the defendants 
give. 

In a civil prosecution for assaulting and 
intimidating Messrs. Rvan and Burns, James 
Kenny, who refused to pay a fine, was 
sentenced to two months’ imprisonment, with 
hard labour. Michael Kenny. who adopted 
a similar attitude, was sentenced to five 
weeks’ imprisonment. 

Two similar charges against a vounger 
brother, Timothy Kenny, were dismissed. 

The case attracted much public interest. 

The trouble arose over Michael Kenny, 
who had been emploved at the creamery 
as butter-roll maker, and who, it was stated 
hy the prosecution, left of his own accord 
in August, his place being taken by a girl, 
Miss Josie Burns. 

Mr. Michael Ryan, manager of the 
creamery, in evidence, stated that on the 
morning of August 19th James and Michael 
Kenny came to the creamery, each with a 
stick in his hand, Tim Kenny being with 
them. James asked who had _ employed 
Josie Burns, and witness said that it 
was the committee who did so. James 
said that if she were kept at the creamery 
it would be worse for her. Next morning 
the three Kennys again called. James said: 
““ Yesterday you said you wouldnt allow 
Michael into the creamery. Put him out now, 
if you are fit. You tan ’phone for the Guards. 
if you like. Í'm prepared to go to jail.” 
struck witness a violent blow 
across the head with) a stick. Witness 
caught hold of the stick, and Michael struck 
witness with a stick across the shoulders and 
arms. Witness pointed to the marks of the 
assault on him, which were still visible. 

Josie Burns (19) stated that James Kenny, 
carrying a stick, foreed her to clear out of 
the creamery, warning her not to come back. 
When she went home her mother accompaneied 
her back to the creamery, which she entered, 
despite James and Michael Kenny's efforts to 
prevent her. 


BOY BEATEN, 


Patrick Burns (17), brother of fhe last 
witness. said that when he went to deliver 
niilk at the «reamery James Kenny flung him 
off the platform. and followed him and hm 
him with a stick across the shoulders. A 
woman who was present shouted, '' Don't kill 
the child.” 

Guard Maher siated that in consequence of 
a telephone cali to Emly barracks he and 
Guard O'Connor cycled to the creamery, 
where he saw the three Kennys, each carry- 
ing a stick. ‘They were preventing Miss 
Burns, who was standmy on the road, from 
entering. lames Kenny refused to leave 
when asked to do so by witness, saying that 
he had come th<re prepared to be arrested. 

Edward Burns, father of Josie and Patrick 
Purns, said that when returning srom ‘he 
creamery after delivering milk, James and 
Michael Kenny met him on the road, and 
James struck him on the back and shoulders 
with a stick. James turned his pony round 
and forced him to go back to the creamery 
and take away his daughter from her em- 
ployment there. On that afternoon he and 
his wife went with their daughter to the 
creamery and put her back in her employ- 
ment. 

Sergeant O'Donoghue, Emly, informed the 
Court that the defendants were young meh 
of good character hitherto. 

The Justice said that the worst feature 
of the case was the unprovoked assault on 
the manager, which could not be descrrbed 
as otherwise than blackguardly. As the 
defendants had been well-conducted youths 
up to this, he did not want to send them to 
goal. but as they refused to give‘ any under- 
taking to the Court as to their future 
behaviour he must take steps to prevent a 
repetition of their conduct. 

The two defendants were conveyed to 
Limerick Prison. 
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APPOINTMENT - 
OR PROMOTION? 


CLARE EDUCATION 
PROBLEM. 
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From OunR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
ENNIS, Thursday. 
T the monthly meeting of the County 
A Clare Vocational Education Committee 
the question of appointing a new 
chief executive officer was discussed. 

An application to be appointed to the posi- 
tion was read from Mr. J. J. Murphy, at 
present emploved by the Committee as manual 
instructor, who pointed out that in other 
counties committees had taken advantage of 
their powers to ‘‘ promote an existing officer ” 
when the occasion arose. In Sligo a manual 
instructor had been appointed chef executive 
officer, 

Mr. T. Hannon, County Councillor, pro- 
posed that Mr. Murphy be appointed, and 
Mr. S. Malone objected, on the ground that 
the appointment would not be in order at 
that meeting. Notice that the appointment 
would be made should, he said, be given in 
the regular way. 

Mr. Hannon replied that the only scrap of 
authority left to the Committee was to pro- 
mote an existing officer. If thev did not do 
that the appointment would be made by the 
Local Appointments Commissioners, 

The Rev. Father Vaughan said that he had 
no objection to Mr. Murphy, but he would 
like some assurance that he had the necessary 
qualifications. 

Mr. Murphy said 
Department is certificates 
instructor could obtain. 

Mr. Malone proposed that no one he 
appointed unless he had a thorough know- 
ledge of Irish, and was competent to teach 
some subject throuch Irish. The present 
candidate had not that qualification. 


KNOWLEDGE OF IRISH. 


Mr. S. O’Grady, Chairman of the County 
Council, said that they all remembered what 
had taken place when the Council sought toa 
insist that the County Librarian should have 
a thorough knowledge of Irish. The Appoint- 
ments Commissioners recommended a man 
who had not that knowledge, and the Couneil 
were forced to appoint him. Appointments 
had been made all over the country of people 
who. did not know Irish, and who were 
simply given three years to learn it. How 
many of these people were even making 
an effort to comply with the condition? The 
so-called Gaeltacht Order was a complete 
farce, as it was not being enforced. and some 
people who were more than three years in 
their jons did not yet know Irish. 

The Rev. Father Vaughan held that a 
knowledge of Irish was essential for the 
position. 

Mr. O’Dwyer, County Councillor, objected 
to Mr. Hannon’s motion on the grovnd that 
all existing officers in the service of the Com. 
mittee should be given an opportunity of 
promotion. 

Mr. Hannon said that he would amend his 
motion to read that the Committee ‘* promote 
an existing officer. 

The Chairman (the Rev. Brother Flannerv;. 
agreed to accept this motion, and Mr. T. G. 
Burke seconded. 

Mr. Malone proposed a direct negative, 
as he did not think that anv of the existing 
officers were competent to fill the position. 
Mr. O’Dwyer seconded. 

QUESTION OF NOTICE. 

Arguments ensned as to the regularity of 
dealing with the question at all without 
proper notice, and as to the distinc- 
tion between appointment and promotion. 
Hannon’s motion was 
adopted by eight votes to four. 

Mr. Hannon then proposed, and Mr. Burke 
seconded, that Mr. Murphy be promoted to 
the position. 

Mr. Malone proposed that 
rromoted should have a full 
knowledge of Irish. 

The Rev. Father Scanlon, P.P., said that 
he was afraid that unless the new Chief 
Executive Officer had a thorough knowledge 
of Irish their whole scheme of teaching 
would he a failure. 

The minute dealing with the appointment 
of new teachers was produced at the request 
of Mr. Malone. It stated that ‘‘all new 
teachers appointed should be competent to 
teach through Ivrish.’’ 

Mr. Hannon retorted that his proposal was 
not an appointment, but a promotion, and 
that Mr. Murphy was not a new teacher, 
but an old one, with thirty years’ service 
to his credit. 
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The Chairman ruled that Mr. Murphy was

“ France’s Bargain. 

French diplomacy has gained a. new 
triumph, Yesterday, at Geneva, the 
Foreign Ministers of Germany and Austria 
renov the project for a Customs union 
between their two countries. Their action 
dissipates a storm-cloud which has over- 
hung Europe for six months. The cloud 
began to gather towards the end of last 
March, when Germany and Austria first 
broached their scheme. France’s opposi- 
tion was fierce and immediate; Italy, 
though less violent than France, made no 
secret of her disapproval ; and the Little 
Entente, through the mouth of Dr. Benes, 
the Czechoslovakian Foreign Minister, 
thundered instant and implacable fury. 
Patently, these countries feared that a 
Customs union between Germany and 
Austria would be but a prelude to political 


union. They cloaked the suspicion, how- 


| ever, under a plea that the project was 


illegal, inasmuch as it was incompatible 
with the Treaty of Versailles and with 
Austria’s commitments under the Geneva 
Protocol of 1922. Germany and Austria 
replied that they had no intention to 
evade their treaty obligations, and that, 
in effect, their action was the first move 
in accordance with M. Briand’s conception

Italy, when she saved, saved 
wisely. Even after the revision of the 
estimates for the year 1931-32, the total 
expenditure on public works was calculated 
at 1,815,000,000 lire, in addition to a 
large sum in annuities and grants for 
works carried out by concessionaries—a 
remarkable example of the means by which 
ascism encourages trade, industry and 
ommerce. The ratio of the State guarantee 
to enable Italian «manufacturers to accept 
the orders placed by the Soviet Govern- 
ment in 1930 and 1931 was increased, and 
the Government | continues to insist that 
Italian materials, when they are avail- 
able, shall be used to carry out its 
contracts. These prompt and wise 
measures offer a lesson to the people of 
Great Britain and to their legislators. 
They were rendered possible by two 
factors—decisive, Government action and 
the patriotism of the citizens. Fascism 
insists on the principle that individual 
interests are bound up with the national 
interests, and the realisation that the 
individual must give way when the State 
is in travail is the only spirit in which 


this crisis can be approached. 


The Schneider [frophy. 


The news that Great Britain will have a 
‘walk over ” for the Schneider Trophy 
must provoke deep disappointment. France 
and Italy, whose machines are not ready 
for the contest on September 12th, have 
sought a postponement for six months; 
and it is certain that, since this cannot 
be granted, their entries will be with- 
drawn. Squadron-Leader Orlebar’s gallant 
and brilliant team will be inconsolable ; 
but. the international rules which govern 
the contest are clear—only bad weather 
can be accepted as a cause of postpone- 
ment—and the Royal Aero Club must 
honour them. We are sure that it would 
have rejoiced if it could have found a loop- 
hole. In the first place, it must hate to 
refuse the plea of eager rivals. In the 
next place, very large sums have been 
spent on the preparations for the race and 
on the perfection of the British machines ; 
and a host of traders would have profited 
by the spectacle. . Finally, there was a 
well-founded hope of British victory. It 
is true that the British team will cover 
the course on the appointed day, and so 
will capture the trophy “ out and out ”’ ; 
but the special thrill of an international 
struggle will be lacking. Nevertheless, the 
‘‘ walk over '—here a strangely inappro- 
priate word—will furnish plenty of thrills. 
Since 1929, when the late Flight- 
Lieutenant Waghorn won the race with a 
speed of 328 miles an hour, British aviation 
has achieved marvels of building and 
engine-power. In the light of recent trials 
it is expected that one, or both, of the new 
S. 6 machines may exceed 400 miles— 
thus beating Squadron-Leader Orlebar’s 
‘‘record’’ flight at 357 miles by a hand- 
some margin. France won the first 
Schneider Trophy race in 1913 with a speed 
than 46 miles an hour. The 
astonishing progress of the last eighteen 
years is due largely to Britain’s pioneer 
work on high-speed machines, and the 
results of that work have increased the 
fighting efficiency of the Royal Air Force. 
It is probable that, for some years at least, 
economic pressure will prohibit such costly 
contests as the Schneider Trophy race ; but 
their ‘most valuable stimulus to scientific 
research ought to be supplied in some 
other way.

Wild 
game is not common in the Department of 
the Seine, but the code of rules—designed, 
no doubt, for the protection of bird-life— 
is drawn up with a solemnity which 
suggests that the red deer of King Louis 
still roam the countryside and that the 
wolf still snarls on the outskirts cf the city 
on a winter’s night. The cunning hunter, 
however, must be prepared for all event- 
ualities. Secure in the possession of his 
proud charter, the sportsman of the Seine 
no longer need fear to transgress by 
ignorance of the law should he encounter 
a fine head of game upon a suburban 
ramble. He may not have recourse to a 
motor vehicle, and the use of an aeroplane 
as an aid to stalking is specifically for- 
bidden by the Prefect of Police. These 
regulations may be somewhat reminiscent 
of the famous ordinance which forbids the 
undergraduate sportsman to shoot snipe in 
Trinity College Park, but some of the code’s 
less portentous provisions are more in line 
with present circumstances. It has put a 
period to the cruel practice by which 
chaffiinches are blinded to improve their 
singing; and strict measures have been 
taken to preserve the sparrows, those 
hardy birds which now have forsaken the 
roofs and streets of the city.

REFUGE IN CONVENT AND TOWN

NE of the heaviest rainstorms of recent 
() times broke over Dublin City and 

surrounding districts yesterday morn- 
ing. Rain came down incessantly through: 
out the day and tar into the night, and there 
was much flooding in the low-lying parts of 
the city. 

The Dublin Fire Brigade had many calls 
to flooded areas. 

Blackpitts, an area in Dublin South City, 
which never escapes the wrath of the weather, 
was badly affected. Tenants of low-lying 
houses were kept busy saving pieces of 
furniture and keeping the water outside the 
doors Erne street also was under water, 
ayd the Fire Brigade received reports from 
Pearse square, the lower end of Pearse street, 
and Talbot street. A water main burst in 
Lansdowne road last night, and other places 
aflected by the storm were Whitworth road, 
(olbourne avenue (off Seville place), and 
North Strand. 

Football grounds and tennis courts in all 
parts of the city fared badly, and many are 
under water. principally the Bective Rangers 
ground, which is flooded to the depth of two 
or three inches. 

ast night the tramway service to Sandy- 
mount broke down, and people seeking to 
get home after picture houses and theatres 
had closed were forced to crowd into omni- 
buses plving on that route. ‘Buses were 
taken from other routes to help to relieve 
the congestion, which was at its height be- 
te ee eight and nine. 

The River Dodder, near Rathfarnham. over- 
Howed its banks, flooding houses in the 
immediate vicinity. 

Provincial shows suffered hadly, and while 
some of them—namely, Dundalk and Kil- 
maliock--were carned under’ the most 
appalling conditions, Wexford Show was 
postponed for three weeks. Enniskillen, by 
way of sharp contrast, was favoured with 
fine weather, though a heavy thunderstorm 
passed over the district the previous night. 


FLOODED COUNTRYSIDE. 


An /rish Times reporter, travelling 
hetween Clones and Dundalk, saw tracts of 
lands under water, corn and wheat battered 
down to the ground, and other reports from 
the country indicate that the distress caused 
by the weather is widespread. Farmers are 
unable to save the remaining crops. which 
are iving in the water-logged fields, and 
cattle have had to be driven into shelter.

After ploughing its way through the 
turbulent waters of the Indian Ocean, 
lashed to fury by the monsoon, the ‘‘ Con- 
ference ship, bearing Mr. Gandhi and his 
colleagues to London, is now steaming up 
the more peaceful water of the Red Sea.

Despite his 
powerful position, Gandhi, in contrast with 
the other Round Table delegates who 
occupy de-luxe cabins, has preferred to 
sleep. on his crude wooden bench rather 
than accept the first class stateroom which 
was offered to him bv the Government, 

As darkness falls the Mahatma summons 
his few followers to prayer. Dressed in 
white flowing robes and looking like 
Biblical prophets, they squat in a Buddha- 
like attitude on deck with hands clasped, 
heads bowed, and eyes closed in medita- 
tion. 


A QUEER CARGO. 


Passengers witnessed a picturesque in- 
cident when for a brief spell Gandhi went 
to.the wheel, and under the captain s direc- 
tion became -pilot of the ship. He was 
then conducted through the engine room 
and the wireless room, where he showed 
the excited interest of a schoolboy in every 
mechanical contrivance.

Bloodshed is reported in several of the 
wildly-conflicting réports which have 
leaked through from the Catalonian 
capital. One of these, received by a 
Catalan official living in Madrid, states 
that one church has been burned and that 
the “ situation is desperate.”’ 


ROOF-TOP SNIPERS. 


Troops and strikers are said to be er 
changing constant fire in the streets and 
from roof-tops, while in the beautiful 
tree-lined Ramblas Promenade the Civil 
Guard was compelled to fire on a crowd 
of strikers who attempted to disarm a 
police patrol, and several persons were 
injured. 

Telephone wires were cut early to-day 
about ten miles from Barcelona. It is 
stated that telephone company officials 
refused to send out a repair gang, 
pleading that the men would be in the 
gravest danger. The Government, how- 
ever, soon supplied protection, and repairs 
are now being carried on. 


SHOTS FROM MOTOR CAR. 


At Leon a party in a motor car fired 
at a Civil Guard who was guarding the 
telephone line. The guard fired back, 
wounding two of his aggressors, but the 
motor car drove off. 

The Regional Government is meeting to 
discuss the situation. and, according to 
official statements. order in the centre of 
the city has now been restored. The 
central streets are stated to be deserted.

THE PRISON RIOT. 


The strike was declared at dawn to-day 
by the Syndicalist trade unions as a pro- 
test against the Civil Governor's attitude 


towards political prisoners, and also to 
show sympathy with the strike movement 


in Saragossa. Matters had been brought 
to a head during the night by an outbreak 
in Barcelona Prison, where  hunger- 
striking anarchists took complete posses- 
sion of the jail for twenty minutes, as 
reported in a message last night, and set 
fire to bedding and prison furniture. 

The rioters chose the moment when they 
had been released from their cells 
interview the Civil Governor, who had 
come to investigate the hunger-strikers’ 
demand that thev should be liberated. 

Breaking away, the rioters hurled 
pillows, chairs, bedding and all inflam- 
mable furniture into the prison court- 
yard, and set it on fire. Others soaked 
wooden fittings of the prison with alcohol 
and started fires in a dozen different 
places. 


UNPRINTABLE MANIFESTO. 


Companies of Civil Guards who entered ' 


the prison were greeted by a hail of iron 
bars, bricks and woodwork. The rioters 
were finally quelled by firemen armed 
with prison hoses. 

The direct cause of the strike is believed 
to have been the issue of a hysterical 
manifesto by the[ Syndicalist Committee.

MUSSOLINI MAY 
VISIT POPE. 


VATICAN PLEASED WITH

OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENTS. 


The first news of the Franco-Italian 
decision was received from a private source 
at Calshot. Soon afterwards it was con- 
firmed by the following official announce- 
ment, issned by a representative of the

REMARKABLE SPEED. 


Tt now may be reveadfed that during 
practice flights the two Rolls-Royce S. 6 B.

It is understood that the requests for a 
postponement of the contest followed 
private conferences which had taken place 
in Paris between France and Italy. Under 
the rules the Royal Aero Club has no 
power to grant a postponement for any 
other reason than weather conditions. The 
Club has to interpret the rules laid down 
by the Frdération Aeronautique Inter- 
nationale, and there is no clause which 
would allow such a postponement as is 
sought by Italy and France. Besides, it 
might well be asked what guarantee would 
be forthcoming—assuming such a post- 
ponement to be possible—that Italy and 
France would compete? Both countries 
have had longer time than Britain to 
build and test new machines. It was not 
until’ February that Great Britain made 
her decision, and it was only then that her 
-aeronautical engineers could submit their 
designs and the construction of the 
machines be undertaken. Yat within six 
months Great Britain was ready with the 
two Rolls-Rovce S 6 B machines, which are 
believed to be the fastest in the world.

GUINNESS STRONG. 


The feature of Dubiin Stock Market vester- 
day was the persistent buying of Guinness 
units, both on local and London account.

SHARP RECOVERY IN 
PRICES.

Firm conditions prevailed in practically 
every. department of the London Stock 
Markets yesterday. The volume of business 
passing showed a considerable expansion, and 
the upward trend of values was unchecked, 
quotations closing at or around the best of 
the day, many of the advances scored being 
of substantial amounts. British Funds again 
provided the principal feature; for, in addi- 
tion to the continued good effect occasioned 
by the Government brokers’ hint regarding 
the removal of two uncertainties, the inti- 
mation that no extra burdens are likely to 
he imposed on industry under the Govern- 
ment’s economy scheme considerably helped 
the Citv. Many of the Industrial Madors 
enjoyed. big rallies, bear covering assisting 
the movement, while Breweries and Tobaccos 
recovered further, Guinness, among the 
former group, spurting forward smartly. In 
the Gilt-edged section, Consuls 4 per cent., 
Funding Loan, Locai Loans, and the ó; per 
cent. Conversion Loan all finished showing 
an improvement of a full point; while War 
Loan Fives jumped forward smartly, closing 
ve harder at 1003. Consols 25 per cent., 
Victory Bonds, and the 44 per cent. and 
5 per cent. Conversion Loans were other 
firm spots, while India Stocks usvally held 
steady at the overnight levels. Little change 
was seen among Foreign Government Stocks, 
though here and there a. slightly easier 
tendency was apparent.

We are informed on _ reliable 
authority that $!.500,000 was bid for this 
property in 1926, while even as recently as 
1929 a bid of $600,000 was refused.
